Cred cause, they euter the wax of 
death. The most abundant life 
is that which comes to men who 
devote themselves to the highest 
things, and prepare themselves 
fully for the work to which they 
are called. Education is often 
the magic word whic h unfolds to 
a youth the vision of his life, and 
gives him the model and the per- 
severance to make a reality of 
his high vision. 

The common school is the 
channel through which this 
course of blessing finds its way. 
Every patriot nnd everv friend 
of his kind must rejoice in its 
advancement.
